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“It may not be amiss at this time to call to 
your attention the fact that from our examination 
of the company’s condition on Dec. 31, 1917, it 
would appear that the company is amply solvent 
financially. While some part of the mortgage 
loans of the company would be charged off under | 
the Missouri Insurance Dept. requirements by 
carrying that portion of the loan which is in ex- | 
cess of 2/3 of the appraised value of the property, | 
as non-admitted, in our opinion, the probability of | 
any eventual loss on these items is remote, and | 
the amount so charged would not affect the com- 
pany’s financial solvency.” 

In our issues of September 3 and October 1 we 
commented upon developments in the affairs of this 
company, in both our editorial and news columns, 
stating that our private inquiries indicated that the 
company’s financial position was beyond question. 
The preliminary report fully substantiates our state- 
ment. The company was unquestionably entitled 
to this statement of the examining departments, in 
view of the length of time which has elapsed since 
the examiners began their work, and, with this re- 
assuring statement made public by the examiners, 
we endorse the decision to continue the examination 
so as to show the financial condition of the com- 
pany on December 31, 1918, and its transactions 
during this year. 


The new president of the company, Joseph S. 
Kendall, is of proved ability as a business executive. 
He has made a statement to us of the principles by 
which he will be guided in the administration of the 
company’s affairs, which, after a careful investiga- 
tion of his past business activities, we have accepted 
as made in entire good faith; and these principles 
are sound and in accord with the best modern 
thought on the subject of life insurance manage- 
ment. Mr. Kendall has also advised us, emphati- | 
cally and unequivocally, that he has abandoned for- 
ever any idea of merging this company with or re- 
insuring its business in the Great Southern Life 
Insurance Company of Texas. He stated to us that 
he has determined to make the conservation and 
further extension of the Missouri State Life his prin- 
cipal concern hereafter, and reminds us that he and 
his associates have invested considerably more than 
one million dollars in the company’s stock. His 
selfish interests are, therefore, directly in accord 
with his conception of the business ethics which 
should govern his course. 

This matter is treated in our editorial columns be- 
cause of the unusual prominence which has been 
given to our editorial comments, in our issues of

September and October last, based upon the devel- 
opments in the affairs of the Missouri State Life. It 
has been brought to our attention that these edi- 
torials have been anonymously re-published as ad- 
vertisements in at least one daily newspaper, and 
our informant claims to have in his possession affi- 
davits stating that such publication was made by 
and at the expense of a group of insurance agents 
representing other companies. It is perhaps need- 
less for us to state that we knew nothing of the 
plan for publishing these advertisements; and as 
parts of our articles were printed in bold-face type 
an impression may have been created in the minds 
of hasty readers not justified by a critical reading of 
all of our comment. We are opposed on principle 
to all anonymous communications or publications, 
regardless of the conditions or motives prompting 
them; the Missouri State Life was used only to 
illustrate the arguments made in our earlier articles, 


which arguments were sound and are here re- 


affirmed; but in the light of the preliminary report, 
we suggest that those who published as advertise- 
ments our earlier articles complete their work by 
similarly publishing this one. 


BUREAU OF WAR RISK INSURANCE 
(Soldiers and Sailors) 


We believe that very valuable service will be ren- 
dered by all insurance men if the message recently 
issued by the Secretary of the Treasury is compre- 
hensively complied with. The message reads as 
follows: 

“A MESSAGE 
“FROM THE SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY 
“TO THE INSURANCE MEN OF AMERICA. 


“ Almost thirty-seven billion dollars of Life Insurance 
has been placed by the Government upon the lives of our 
soldiers and sailors, and the premiums have been paid 
through allotments from the salaries of these men. 

“Several million men are soon to be returned to civil 
life, and liberal provision is being made for the continu- 
ance of their Government life insurance policies. 

“They will need advice, and the insurance men of 
America can now render a great service both to the 
Government and to the men, if at every opportunity they 
will urge upon discharged soldiers and sailors the benefits 
to be secured by keeping their policies in force. Methods 
of conversion and plans for premium payments will soon 
be made public. 

“No argument from me is needed, I am sure, to prove 
that the continuation of this insurance is of immeasurable 
benefit to the Government, to the soldiers and sailors who 
Rave offered their lives, and to the institution of life 
insurance. fs 

“The Treasury will deeply appreciate your patriotic 
co-operation.

“The policy was issued on the 25th day of March, 1911, and 
it provided that on due proof of Caminsky’s death, if the 
policy was then in force, the company would pay $15,000 to 
Esther Caminsky, wife of the insured, if living, and if not, to 
his personal representatives or assigns. It provided, among 
other things, as follows: 

“* This policy shall be incontestable, except for non-payment 
of premiums, after one year from date. * * * Self-destruc- 
tion, while sane or insane, or death in pursuance or violation 
of the law within one year from the date hereof, are risks 
not assumed by the company under this policy.’ 

“Counsel for the appellant contends that in these circum- 
stances the only material representation in the proofs of death 
was with respect to the death, which concededly occurred at 
the time specified, and that any representations with respect 
to the cause of death are immaterial, for the reason that the 
company was then only entitled to due or satisfactory proof 


of death, and the authorities so hold. (Buffalo Loan, T. & 
S. Dep. Co. v. Knight Templar, 126 N. Y. 450.” 
* * * * * x * 
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“The evidence connecting appellant with the proofs of 
death shows that he had for a number of years solicited in- 
surance, and that, as was customary in such cases, he volun- 
teered to procure the statements from the attending physician, 
the undertaker, and friend of the decedent, on the blanks fur- 
nished by the insurance company for that purpose. It is not 
claimed that there was any misrepresentation in the statement 
by the undertaker.”

“There is evidence, however, sufficient to warrant a finding 
that a gross fraud was perpetrated on the company, and that 
appellant was one of the principal actors therein. Caminsky 
was known to the family to be a very sick man. He had been 
suffering from diabetes for several years. Mrs. Caminsky's 
brother, Michael Goodman, conceived the idea of obtaining 
the insurance. 

“The general rule is that fraud vitiates any contract, and if 
this policy had provided that the company would not contest 
it for actual traud in procuring it the agreement would be 
void as against public policy; but it was competent for the 
parties to agree upon a reasonable time, after which the com- 
pany would waive the defense with respect to the original issue 
of the policy, and the clause such as that in the policy in ques- 
tion is in the nature of a short statute of limitations and is 
given effect accordingly, and therefore the policy, at the time 
the proofs of death were presented and when the crime is 
charged, was incontestable as against the beneficiary on any 
ground, and a defense to an action thereon by her could not 
have been successfully interposed, even on proof of actual or 
willful fraud. (Wright v. M. B. L. Ass’n, 118 N. Y. 237.) 

“The appellant contends, on the authority of People v. 
Jaffe, 185 N. Y. 502, 78 N. E. 169,9 L. R. A. (N. S.) 263, 7 
Ann. Cas. 348, and People v. Teal, 196 N. Y. 372, 89 N. E. 
1086, 25 L. R. A. (N. S.) 120, 17 Ann. Cas. 1175, that since the 
policy was incontestable, the crime of grand larceny could not 





be committed by receiving or enforcing collection of the pro- 
ceeds thereof, and that since the attempted acts, if successful, 
would not have constituted the crime of grand larceny, the 
attempts cannot constitute a crime. The learned counsel for 
the people argues that this limitation in the contract of insur- 
ance with respect to the period during which the policy might 
be contested is not binding on the people. Counsel for the 
appellant replies that public policy forbids that an insurance 
company should be permitted, after soliciting insurance on this 
condition, to attempt, under threat of criminal prosecution, to 
avoid or to compromise its liability, as it is claimed, under 
some evidence tending to show it, the insurance company in 
question, was accustomed to do; and he argues, evidently on 
the theory that there might have been an indictment for pro- 


| curing the policy, that to give effect to the terms of the policy

not result to the disadvantage of the people, any more than

for crime. The argument of counsel for appellant on that

CLOVER LEAF LIFE INSURANCE COM. 
PANY, DETROIT, MICH, 
Reinsurance Agreement with Clover Leaf 
Casualty Company, Jacksonville, Tl, 
This company, prior to its change of 
name from the Peninsular-Guardian was 
examined by the Insurance Department of 
Michigan, such examination being made as 
of July 31, 1918. The report of the exam- 
ination shows the admitted assets to be 
$335,460.41, its capital stock $165,100, and 
an impairment in capital stock of $447.54, 
Later the aceldent and health insurance 
business was sold to the Clover Leaf Casu- 
alty Company, thus wiping out the impair- 

ment, 
The articles of agreement between the 
two companies provide: 


“Whereas the Clover Leaf Casualty 
Company, an insurance corporation, or- 
ganized and doing business under the 
laws of the State of Illinois, and having 
its principal office in the City of Jack- 
sonville, in sald State, hereinafter called 
the Purchasing Company, is desirous of 
purchasing and acquiring all of the 
Health and Accident insurance business, 
so called, of the Clover Leaf Life Insur- 
ance Company, a corporation organized 
and doing business under the laws of the 
State of Michigan, and having its prin- 
cipal office in the City of Detroit in said 
State, hereinafter called the Selling Com- 
pany, 

“And whereas, the Selling Company 
is willing to dispose of all of its said 
health and accident business; 

‘Now, therefore, this agreement made 
and entered into this I4th day of Sep- 
tember, 1918, by and between the said 
companies, witnesseth: 

“(1). The Purchasing Company here- 
by buys all of the health and accident 
insurance business, so cabled, of the Sell- 
ing Company, on the following terms 
and conditions, viz. :— 


“(A.) The Purchasing Company as- 
sumes, and will pay to the parties en- 
titled to receive payment, all liability, 
insurance risks, and all other obligations 
covered by, or embodied in the policies 
of insurance, issued by the Selling Com- 
pany, and now in force and outstanding 
against the Selling Company, and hereby 
assumes and agrees to, in every way, 
carry out the said contracts of insur- 
ance, to the full extent, in all respects, 
as the Selling Company, but for this 
agreement, would be obligated to per- 
form and carry out the same, with each 
of its several policyholders; Provided, 
however, that the Selling Company shall 
pay to the parties entitled to receive 
payment, and shall fully discharge all 
claims arising on account of accidents 
occuring, and illness commencing, before 
twelve o’clock noon, standard time, of 
the 15th day of September, 1918. 

“(B). The Purchasing Company will 
pay to the Selling Company, for the said 
Health and Accident Insurance business, 
the sum of $7,604.00, which amount shall 
be payable to the Selling Company, in 
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monthly installments, at the rate of 40% 
of the premiums collected each month on 
the said business, so transferred, the 
said payments to be made on, or before, 
the 15th day of each month, on the col- 
lections of the previous month, and to 
continue until the full sum of $7,604.00 
has been paid by the Purchasing Com- 
pany. The Selling Company shall be 
entitled to retain, and need not account 
to the Purchasing Company for, any and 
all unearned premium payments which 
have been received, or may be received 
up to twelve o’clock noon, standard time, 
of the sald 15th day of September, and 
also all unpaid agent's balances due on 
account of premiums collected up to 
said hour and date, 

“(C). The Purchasing Company agrees 
to report as premiums collected, all 
moneys received from any and every 
policyholder turned over to it, so long as 
said policyholder is protected by the 
original policy issued to him, or by any 
suhstituted policy; and in the event that 
any policyholder shall permit his policy 
to lapse, and shall be rewritten at a 
later date, by an agent of the Purchas- 
ing Company, the premiums collected on 
the new policies shall be considered prem- 
jum income within the meaning of this 
contract, 

“(D). The failure of any one, or more, 
of the policyholders of the Selling Com- 
pany to accept a transfer, or re-insur- 
ance by the Purchasing Company, or the 
refusal or fallure, to continue thelr in- 
surance, shall in no way affect the valid- 
ity of this contract, nor release the Pur- 
chasing Company from the performance 
of its obligations, as they are set forth 
in this agreement. The Purchasing Com- 
pany shall, in any event, and within 12 
months from the date hereof, pay to the 
Selling Company, in the aggregate, the 
said sum of $7,004.00. 

“(2). The Selling Company, in consider- 
ation of the premises, hereby sells, 
grants, and transfers to the Purchasing 
Company, its successors or assigns, all 
existing and outstanding contracts of 
Health and Accident Insurance, so called, 
to have and to hold the same forever. 

(3). This contract shall not become 
operative, nor in any way binding on 
either of the parties hereto, in the event 
that it is disapproved by the Insurance 
Department of the States of Michigan or 
Illinois, or either of them. 

“In witness whereof, the parties here- 
to have caused these presence to be 
executed, in duplicate, by their respective 
and duly authorized officers, and under 
their respective corporate seals, hereunto 
affixed at the time and date first above 
mentioned.” 

The charter of the Peninsular-Guardian 
was amended not only changing the name 
of the company to the Clover Leaf Life 
Insurance Company, but limited its powers 
to do merely a life insurance business. It 
was licensed by the Illinois Insurance De- 
partment on October 24, 1918, and is oper- 
ating in that state as a foreign life corpor- 
ation, there being no legal consolidation as 
yet (November 22, 1918) between it and the 
Clover Leaf Casualty Company. 

The Insurance Department of Illinois 
advises us that the proposed plan of con- 
solidation provides for the increase of the 
capital stock of the Clover Leaf Casualty 
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Company to $200,000 and the amendment 
of its charter so as to empower it to do 
both a life and health and accident insur- 
ance business, and therefore reinsure the 
outstanding life business of the Clover 
Leaf Life Insurance Company of Detroit. 





CONNECTICUT MUTUAL LIFE INSUR- 
ANCE COMPANY, HARTFORD, CONN. 
This company under date of October 17, 

1918, notified its fleld representatives of a 

new form of policy designed particularly 

to meet the needs of existing conditions.

“Tf, after due payment of two or more 
full annual premiums hereon following 
the expiration of the period of term in- 
surance provided on the first page here- 
of, a premium or instalment of premium 
be not paid as herein provided, the Com- 
pany will grant either: 

(1) Paid-up Insurance for life in the 
amount specified in the Table of Values 
hereon, increased by the sum of any 
paid-up additions hereto, payable as 
herein provided; except that if there be 
any indebtedness to the Company on ac- 
count of or secured by this Policy, the 
amount of said Paid-up Insurance shall 
be such as the cash value of this Policy 
and of any outstanding paid-up addl- 
tions, less such indebtedness, will pur- 
chase as a net single premium; or 

“(2) Extended Insurance for the full 
amount of this Policy, for the term 
specified in the Table of Values hereon 
reckoned from the due date of such un- 
paid premium or instalment of premium;

tions hereto or indebtedness to the Com- 
pany on account of or secured by this

Such policies recently issued pro- 
vide for the payment of the first dividend 
at the end of the second year, contingent 
upon the payment of the third annual 
premium. Annual dividends are equit- 
ably distributed under a formula provid- 
ing for grading according to age, kind of 
policy and year of issue by percentages 
of loading, cost of insurance and initial 
reserve. 

“The company’s deferred dividend lia- 
bility is calculated by an approximate 
method of accumulation, which enables 
the company to readily furnish figures 
showing the accumulation on individual 
policies in any year. We are convinced 
from a careful investigation of the tabu- 
lated figures prepared by the company's 
actuary that the aggregate of the deferred 
dividend fund carried as a lability is 
entirely sufficient. The amount of this 
fund on December 31, 1917, as shown by 
the filed annual statement, was §$S83,- 
938.26. The fund on June 30, 1918, as 
reported herein, was $86,036.72. We con- 
sider that the company’s actuary has 
followed correct and conservative meth- 
ods in handling there dividends, compu- 
tations and funds.”

The report in referring to the persist- 
ency of business contains the following: 

“As a test of the persistency of the 
above insurance, an investigation was 
made as to the lapse rate, particularly 
the ratio of termination of policies on 
which but one year’s premium had been 
paid, and the figures obtained = are 
shown in the table given below. These 
include termination by death, since a 
separation of them would not materially 
affect the result. A marked improve- 
ment will be noted during the past 
three years. We believe, however, that 
the rate of lapse could be materially re- 
duced by a closer watch and following 
up of renewals and it is recommended 
that the company employ a man of ex- 
perience as special representative to do 
nothing but reinstatement work by per- 
sonal interviews, with the policyholders, 
at a fixed rate of compensation. It is 
also recommended that this man be not 
connected with the company’s agency 
force nor interested in any way in com- 
missions on new business.

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“The report in referring to “the com- 
pany’s experience in the matter of acci- 
dent and health claims: 

“The company’s experience in the mat- 
ter of accident and health claims in 
1917 showed a marked improvement over 
former years. The ratio of accident 
claims incurred to premiums received in 
1917 was 37.8. The ratio of sickness 
claims incurred to premiums received 
was, during the same year, 55%. The 
experience during the first six months of 
1918 shows a decided tmprovement, the 
ratio of accident claims being but 18.1% 
and of sickness claims 47%.” 

The examiners criticised the item of 


cash on hand and in banks, the comments 
of the examiners being as follows: 


“The amount of cash carried by the 
company not permanently invested is 
very large in proportion to the total of 
its assets. This was the condition at 
the time of the last examination, and 
in order to indicate subsequent condl- 
tions in this respect, we give below a 
compérative table of figures showing the 
conditions at the end of each year and 
on June 30, 1918. It is evident that 
while the total of these cash items has 
decreased the amounts thereof not on 
interest have not, on the average, ma- 
terially decreased In our opinion the 
amount of cash not permanently invested 
is still at least twice what it should be. 

“Of the amount of cash on which no 
interest Is paid, an average of $100,000.00 
is carried by the company on deposit in 
the MeCornick and Company Bank of Salt 
Lake City, of which Mr. W. S. MeCornick 
is president. He is also treasurer of the 
Continental Life Insurance Company. 
No interest whatever is paid to the com- 
pany on this balance. This matter was 
called to the attention of Vice-President 
Edwards and he stated that the clearing 
house of Salt Lake City has passed a 
resolution to the effect that no interest 
would be allowed local depositors on 
open accounts. The effect of the rule is 
to force the company to place its money 
in the form of certificates of deposit, on 
which it realizes not more than 4% in- 
terest, or to make its deposits in banks 
outside of Salt Lake City, the alterna- 
tive being to leave on deposit a large 
amount in Salt Lake City banks, without 
interest. The necessity for State legis- 
lation against the sort of abuse evi- 
denced by the above mentioned resolu- 
tion of the Salt Lake City Clearing 
House would appear to be clear. There 
Seems, however, to be nothing to prevent 
the company from diverting its funds to 
banks outside of Salt Lake City which 
may be able and willing to pay a fair 
interest on these open accounts. A ref- 
erence to the schedule below will indi- 
cate the large and continued loss of in- 
terest which the company has sustained 
by the conditions above outlined. In 
this connection it should be mentioned 
that the company seems to have a well 
organized loan department and it would 
appear, therefore, that any difficulty in 
obtaining mortgage loans should be 
minimized. 

“On the date of July 31, 1918, the list 
of deposits in various banks shows that 
there are twenty-three banks in nine 
States which carry deposits of the com- 
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pany in the form of open accounts or 
certificates of deposit, the latter aggre- 
gating, on that date, approximately $40,- 
000.00 and carrying interest at 4%. The 
average amounts of these deposits is not 
large and we do not criticise the placing 
of such small deposits in territory in 
which the company is obtaining or ex- 
pects to obtain an adequate volume of 
business. The balances reported by two 
banks were less than those shown in the 
company’s accounts by an aggregate 
amount of $408.96, the differences being 
in dispute, and the amount has, there- 
fore, been deducted by your examiners 
as an item of assets not admitted. 

“None of the company’s deposits in 
banks or trust companies are protected 
by bond of indemnity, and the examin- 
ers recommend that the commissioners 
of the various states interested require 
the company to obtain such bonds.

The concluding remarks of the examin- 
ers are stated: 

“1. That there has been a marked and 
progressive improvement in the com- 
pany’s condition and affairs since the 
date of the last examination; the com- 
pany has a substantial capital and sur- 
plus over all liabilities, and its condition 
and affairs are now upon a sound and 
substantial financial basis. 

“2. That the business policies being 
pursued by the company are mature, 
conservative and safe. 

“3. That if the present business poli- 
cies of the company are pursued in the 
future it should furnish to its policy- 
holders and stockholders that security 
which results naturally from good busi- 
ness policies well executed. 

“4. That the company has responded 
liberally in its dealings with its policy- 
holders and recognized its legal and 
moral obligations.”

$89,708, as of December 31, 1917, to $92,575 
on June 30, 1918, while the insurance in 
force for the same period increased just 
about two hundred thousand dollars.

In our issue of November 1, 1918, pages 
59 to 61, we reviewed an examination of 
this company by the Insurance Depart- 
ments of Washington, Idaho, Montana and 
Oregon. In that article we stated that the 
president of the company advised us that 
it was not given a hearing for the discus- 
sion of the report before it was released to 
the public. We added that this was con- 
trary to the established practice of Insur- 
ance Departments. 

The Honorable Harvey Wells, Insurance 
Commissioner of Oregon, wrote us on No- 
vember 7, 1918, in part as follows: 

“While I was not present at the exam- 
ination I understand that the officers of 
the company were given a hearing and 
this report was gone into thoroughly and 

the President attended this meeting. I 

might add he later called on me here in 

Oregon and we discussed this report be- 

fore it was released.” 

In this Mr. Wells appears to be misin- 
formed. The President of the company, 
when we referred Mr. Wells’ statement to 
him, informed us that a copy of the report 
was sent to the New World Life before it 
was made public; that he expected that a 
definite time would be fixed by the exam- 
ining departments for a hearing upon and 
discussion of the report of the examina- 
tion, and that no such action was taken 
by the Departments. It would appear that 
the Departments expected the manage- 
ment of the company to take up with 
them any points in the report as submit- 
ted to the company before it was released, 
and that after waiting a reasonable time 
and receiving no objection from the com- 
pany, the report was made public.

“The policy contracts issued by this 
company are upon the Five Year De- 
ferred Dividend plan, the policies being 
issued in amounts of $5,000, the premium 
being based upon $5,000 of insurance. In 
ease of death, however, during the first 
five years the following amounts only are 
payable: 

“Tf death occurs during the first year, 
one thousand ($1,000) dollars; during sec- 
ond year, two thousand ($2,000) dollars; 
during third year, three thousand ($3,000) 
dollars; during fourth year, four thousand 
($4,000) dollars, and if death occurs after 
four years, five thousand ($5,000) dollars.

“The company makes a sort of agree. 
ment with its policyholders that at some 
future date, when the surplus of the com. 
pany will allow it, the company will change 
from a mutual to a stock company. The 
State laws of Nebraska at the present time 


provide that when a mutual company 
changes to a stock company the policy- 
holders of the mutual company have qa 


right to subscribe for stock in such stock 
company. 

“From an outside source we understand 
that proxies are given everyone buying in- 
surance, and that when 1,500 policies are 
in force the company will reorganize as a 
stock company, accumulated dividends be- 
ing converted in stock, and proxies being 
voted by the directors for that purpose, 

“On December 31, 1917, the company had 
$992,500 of insurance in force, an increase 
during the past year of $606,500.

The 
share accumulated to your Policy Num- 
ber 1205 is $7.97 composed of reserve $4.66, 
and surplus $3.31.

The contract of insurance is issued upon 
the non-participating plan and contains 
besides the general conditions and pro- 
visions the following: 


“ Tncontestability. 

“This policy shall be incontestable 
after two years from the date of issue 
except for non-payment of premiums. 
It is free from conditions as to military 
or naval service, unless such conditions 
have been endorsed hereon at the date 
of issue.” 

The policy provides for waiver of prem- 
iums on account of total permanent dis- 
ability before age 65. 

The policy may be re-instated within 
three years upon evidence of insurability 
satisfactory to the association. 

Loans granted after three years’ prem- 
iums have been paid, a table of loan and 
surrender values and extended term insur- 
ance appearing therein. 

The basis of computation is stated as 
follows: 

“The reserve for which funds are to 








be held upon this policy shall be com. 
puted upon the American Experience 
Table of Mortality with interest at the 
rate of three and one-half per cent. The 
values stated in the following table are 
mathematical equivalents, and each js 
equal to the full reserve at the end of the 
then curernt policy year, less a surren- 
der charge of not more than one per 
cent. of the face value of this policy until 
the completion of the tenth policy year, 
at which time and thereafter there is no 
deduction made as a surrender charge,” 
The handbook of the association con- 
tains very full information regarding the 
company's plans and clearly describes the 
different forms of annuity contracts and 
life insurance policies. 
The chapter regarding “withdrawal from 
teaching ” reads as follows: 

“The association having been created 
for the benefit of men and women em- 
ployed by colleges and universities, how 
should it treat those who, becoming 
policyholders while so employed, after- 
wards enter other occupations? 

“Clearly, no one who enters in good 
faith should later be deprived of any 
interest he may have acquired, but clear 
ly also, one who leaves the group should 
not continue to receive all of the special 
privileges granted to that group. 

“The fairest plan would seem to be to 
give to the teachers the lowest practic- 
able premium rates, and to charge higher 
premiums to those who leave the profes- 
sion, the benefits remaining unaltered, 
For technical reasons, it seems best to 
accomplish the same result by adding a 
small percentage to the net premium 
rates and providing for a reduction on 
each premium paid while the policyholder 
remains a member of the profession. 

“The reduction referred to has been 
fixed generally at ten per cent. so that 
the teacher, as long as he remains in the 
profession, will have the advantage of 
the lowest premiums consistent with 
sound insurance: if he leaves the profes- 
sion, he will still be able to continue his 
policy at a cost probably less than he 
would pay elsewhere, without forfeiting 
any benefit he has already acquired.”

Suit Filed for Receiver. 

W. B. Cockrell, an attorney of Columbus, 
Ohio, filed a suit on November 21st, 1918, 
through his attorney, to dissolve the com- 
pany and ask for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. We understand that misuse of 
money derived from the sale of stock is 
charged. 

The articles of incorporation were filed 
February 28, 1916, the incorporators being: 
W. B. Cockrell, L. D. Griffith, E. A. Grif- 
fith, G. E. Griffith, Earl W. Evans, P. A. 
Baker, Charles F. Saenger, E. Allen Grif- 
fith, Dr. Harry C. Holmes, Charles J. Raus, 
Thomas C. Tussey, R. S. Hann, J. A. Me- 
Clure, and George S. Long.
